Monday, 8 September 1952 


1. At the Deputies' meeting, discussed with the DCI the follow- 
ing: 

a. Indicated that we were keeping close watch on all developments 
connected with the Communist Party reorganization, including 
the report that Communist Party officials in foreign countries 
were to reconvene in Moscow on October 15th. 

b. Commented that although the artillery employment in Korea was 
unprecedented, there were no other significant indications of 
a major Communist offensive. Nevertheless, we were aware that 
they had supplies for an eight to ten-day push. The Director 
agreed that one purpose of this employment of artillery was to 
equalize casualties ; another might be to offset the UN bombing 
program which was hurting them seriously. 

c. Respecting the report of a revolt in Ecuador, I passed on the 
view of our people that such an uprising was still possible, 
although not probable. The principal difficulty seemed to be 
the position of the junior officers. 

d. Again noted the report of the possibility of a coup in Lebanon. 

e. Called attention to the possibility of some Communist trouble 
in Mexico, which Aleman seemed to have well in hard.

3. Following the Deputies' meeting, sat down with Frank Wisner

psychological warfare operations by the Operational Offices. At this time 
I reviewed with Mr. Wisner my discussions with Fisher Howe, et al., last 
week and views respecting the POC proposal. After some discussion, we 
agreed to recommend to the Director tomorrow morning that both Mr. Wisner 
and I attend the PSB on Thursday in connection with the proposed briefing 
on this subject. I had previously spoken to the Director, who indicated 
that he would accept my recommendation as to whether or not I should be 
present at that meeting. With respect to the POC activity, 25X1 A9a 

explained his understanding which was that it called attention to the 
need of an over-all review of the total Soviet PW effort. On that I 
briefed Mr. Wisner and on the proposed propaganda analysis unit

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being set up and expressed the view that such unit, as 9g;yiaq 

presently planned, would not be capable of taking on such a major research koAlAya 
task. As to over-all evaluation of the Soviet FW effort, I raised the 
question as to whether such an estimate would be valid in vacuo . Our view 
was that the total activity would have to be taken account of and the FW 
effort would only be a portion of the whole. This tied in with the 
suggestion I had heard previously, in -which there was much good sense, to the 
effect that the Politburo itself was a psychological warfare mechanism. At 
25X1 A9a the conclusion of this meeting, it was agreed that and Mr. Wisner 

would be briefed by their own people and then we could talk the situation 
over tomorrow.
